Then the bowlers found out that 
by delivering the ball from the 
corner, aiming it closer to the gut- 
ter and putting a curve or hook 
on the ball, it went into the 1-3 
pocket with still better results; so 
learners began to throw the 
“hook.” 

After vou have learned to throw 
a straight ball with unerring ac- 
curacy, then is the time to try «# 
hook ball delivery. The way I 
throw a straight ball is to hold 
the ball in the hand, with wrist 
practically flat, which will bring 
the thumb out to the right, and 
when you swing the ball, let it 
leave the hand in about that po- 
sition, This will send the ball down 
the alley in a straight path, provid- 
ed your ball is equal weight on all 
sides. The straight ball is best for 
accuracy, but the curved, or hook, 
ball gets more pins. 

To throw a “hook,” hold the ball 
in the hand, with the wrist turned 
inward; this will bring the thumb 
over to the left. Swing the ball, and 
as it is about to leave your hand 
twist your wrist\ inward with a 
quick motion and let the ball elide 
off your middle finger: then the 
ball will take a spin of its own, 
and as it goes down the alley it 
will reach a point where the fric- 
tion of the alley will stop it sliding 
and the spin on the ball will cause 
it to turn sharply to the left, and 
if it has been judged right it will 
crash into the 1-3 pocket. 

Plenty of Practice Needed. 

Now, whether yéu throw a short, 
snappy hook, the long, gradual hook 
or the roundhouse curve depends 
upon how much twist you can give 
your wrist and thereby the amount 
of spin the ball will take, and also

It will take considerable practice 
to develop a good destructive hook 
ball and much practice to acquire 
perfect control over it, but when 
once mastered it is a wonderful pin 
getter and also eases up the exer- 
tion of bowling?

Klan and the Drys. 

By tts nature and the character 
of its membership, the kian is 
‘bone dry” and prohibition came 
to its hand as a convenient issue. 
Hence the klan almost invariably 
finds itself fighting side by side 
with the league in politics. In some 
instances, as in the recent New 
Jersey campaign, the activities of 
the two are almost indistinguish- 
able. There is a community of 
membership as well as a communi- 
ty of purposes. 

A striking illustration of this is 
brought to mind by no less an au- 
thority than William H. Anderson, 
former head of the New York An- 
tisaloon League, who was convicted 
of embezzlement and sent to Sing 
Sing. Since his release he has hbe- 
come the chief editorial writer of 
the “Fellowship Forum,” the klan 
publication tn Washington. In a 
recent open letter addressed to his 
former associates, Wayne B. Wheel- 
er, general counsel, and Scott Mce- 
Bride, general superintendent of 
the league, he invited the league to 
ally itself openly with the klan. 

“You gladly accept financial, po- 
litical and moral support from 
members of the klan,” he wrote. 
“You are glad enough to have it 
hominate dry candidates for you to 
support. Without it,“Gov. Al Smith 
could not possibly have been de- 
feated for the presidential nomina- 
tion last year.” There was eve-y 
reason, he concluded, why the two 
organizations ghould enter into an 
open alliance, and he urged that it 
be done. 


The league is directed by mon 
who have too much weariness an! 
experience in politics to enter a 
compact that would bring no new 
support and might alienate some 
of its present following. But that 
is not necessary; for all practical 
purposes the alliance already ex- 
ists, however, informally. And as 
the League is almost uniformly 
Republican in the North and West, 
so is the klan. | 

How do the Republican leaders 
feel about it? The older ones of 
the Lodge, Brandegee and Pen- 
rose type, deplored the growth of 
the klan, and unquestionably would 
have considered it an unwelcome 
accession. But the Old Guard is 
dead or dying, and the New Guard 
is not so sure. Politicians are in- 
clined to respect the man who can, 
win; they are not snobbish with 
upstarts if the upstarts have dem- 
onstrated that they pack a punch.

THE HAGUE, Nov. 14.—After 
long discussions the Second Cham- 
ber has accepted the cinema bil! 
in Holland. Under this law many 
restrictions are placed on the in- 
crease of motion picture theaters 
and the nature of the films to be 
shown will be subject to severe | 
censorship. 

Every mnulcipal counci!] will be 
authorized to forbid the erection 
of new theaters, while they can re- 
ject any film as unsuitable, even ff | 
the state censor has approved it. 
They may also censor announce- 
ments on placards, bills on hoard- 
ings, or the wording of advertise- | 
nents. | 

In case of a second offense, the 
Councils will have the right to close 
the theater in question for not 
longer than half a year. A third 
offense may close the theater alto- 
gether. A special censorship will 
be organized for films for young | 
people under 18. |

Two interesting pians for better- 
ment of city transportation are de- 
scribed by Carl Parker, bus sales 
manager of the Heo factory. 

“The first is to be tried in a 
Southwestern city,” he saye. “The# 
the street car service is satisfactory, 
as far as it goes, but the city has, 
spread out so that many of its peo- 
ple live beyond the present track- 
age. 

“Busses and street cars are to be 
combined in an unusual type of 
rapid transit service. The busses 
will be loaded at a central point in 
the city, but will make no stops 
from the point of loading until they 
have gohe beyond the ende of the 
street car lines. From those’ points 
to the extremities of the routes, the 
busses will become local cars, stop- 
ping at all corners on signal. On 
the inbound run, passengers will be 
received at every corner until the 
end of the car line is reached, but 
from that point the bus will again 
become an express car, going to the 
central loading point on a non-stop 
schedule. This service will merita 
somewhat higher fare, but it is be- 
lieved the fare will be paid without | 
question. 

“In another city the officials of 
municipally-owned lines are work- 
ing on a plan almost directly op- 
posite. The street cars will run as 
express cars on the skip-stop plan, 
stopping, inbound and outbound, at

In 
a vacuum tube there is 1000,000 
times less air than in an electric

Imagine the trouble of getting 
this vacuum. When you get nearly 
this far the glass walls and the 
metal parts in side of the tubes 
begin to gwe off gas. Before vac- 
uum tubes were invented the scien- 
did not even know that the 
vlass:and the metals could contain 
gas.

did not know who he was. And when he 
died, on that October morning, but two men 
in Oklahoma City were aware that ‘John 
Porter Williams’ was Edward M. Martin, 
physician, banker, Philadelphia blue-stock- 
ing—and a victim of amnesia 

The cattle country in the good old days 
considered it the supreme insult to ask a 
inan what name he used to bear in the 
place where he had come from. He was 
accepted for what he was. Oklahoma— 
though oll and farming and industry have 
replaced the cattle business—-—still maintains 
the old tradition. That is why, perhaps 
“John Porter Williams'’ could organize and 
open a bank and carry its business to suc. 
cess——doing all this under a name that was 
not his own. He did what he did because 
he knew he had a genius for finance. And 
he knew for himself no other name than 
that under which he was registered when 
he woke up one day in 1915 ina Y.M.C.A. 
at Newark, Ohio, without the slightest 
knowledge of his past. 

He had drifted here from Newark, and, 
realizing that he was dazed, knowing that 
he was ill, he found for himself a place as 
clerk in the office of Wesley Hospital, 
where he might have treatment. In the 
hospital he made a host of friends. He was 
considerate, retiring, sympathetic. Phyai- 
clans practicing at the hospital soon came 
to know that the man at the office desk 
Was an instinctive diagnostician.

J. P. Williams’ Strange Journey in Amnesia

“To begin with—in my way of explana. 
tion of my action which naturally you may 
not understand—my particular trouble Is 
that I do not know who I am; in the mat- 
ter of identity my memory goes back only 
to July 11, 1915, on which date I awoke 
and found myself in the Y M.C. A. home at 
Newark, Ohio, having registered there the 
day before as ‘J. P. Williams,’ and paid my 
rent for a week. The name was aa strange 
to me as everything else was. 

“On investigation I found I had come 
to the town a day or so previously and 
registered at the hotel as from Philadelphia 
(I think it was). In knocking around New- 
ark I was impressed with the idea that I 
had been there before; many things seemed 
more or less familiar, but nothing. and no. 
body, could I feel I really knew. I had be- 
tween $300 and $400 in my pocket. but 
nothing in the way of identification. 

“A notebook, showing numerous expen dt- 
ture memoranda and indicating that 1 had 
been between New York and Florida, was 
the only distinctive persona) thing I had 
and the entries in it were not such that | 
could definitely orient myself as related to 
any other person or place or get any clew 
to my name. 

“There was no evidence of injury such as 
ia generally supposed to bring about such 
a condition; nor evidence of anything in 
the way of ordinary sickness or disease; but 
PF did have the feeling that I had been 
through some tremendous and probably 
long-drawn-out mental strain. This was evi- 


denced principally by way of extreme lassi- 
tude and disinclination to exert myself men- 
tally. There was not any feeling of mental 
blankneas, but more of what might be called 
mental stupor. 

“This last cundition seemed gradually to 
clear up I felt that I was getting (and 
have ever since continued to get) more and 
more recollection of things past. But there 
has been an absolute tnability to recall 
places, persons, or names; and this has been 
so absolute that I am frequently tempted 
to wonder whether what I feel is recollection 
of things past is really a matter of memory, 
or aimply an exhibition of imagination run 
ning riot. 

“There is one exception Early in the 
game-—the exact time I cannot tell—-the 
names of ‘Agnes,’ ‘Sarah, and ‘John’ came 
into my mind and have remained there con- 
stantly. I am impressed with the idea that 
they are family names and that sooner or 
later the combination may help me locate 
myself—-or my friends. 

“Another thing I believe may help is that 
I think I bear a strong resemblance to my 
father and brother. My reason for think- 
ing so is that on one occasion when I was 
wearing a full beard I came suddenly face 
to face with myself in a mirror and was 
etrongly impressed with the notion that it 
was my dad I was facing. And, both while 
wearing the beard and since I shaved, I am 
frequently impressed, as I catch a glimpse 
of my side-face in the mirror, that it is my 
brother I see 


ai 3 HE best illustration or descrip- 
tion of my condition mentally, 
as related to my past through 
memory, is that it compared to the 
idea of the pictures, castles, and other things 
one sometimes sees in a grate-fire, for in- 
stance. You may have had the experience 
of seeing various and sundry things—like- 
nesses or resemblances-——and speak of them 
io someone else and try to point them out; 
but when you make the effort the resem- 
blance disappears, fuses into a glowing or 
a smoldering fire. 

“In talking to people I may be talking 
about the past; telling experiences, or de- 
scribing some thing or place.that I have 
seen; and the question is asked: ‘Who did 
you say that was?’ or ‘Where did you say 
that happened*’ and I find myself up in the 
air. I cannot answer. Sometimes I can- 
not recall in detail what I have been talking 
about. 

“Now, looking forward. I generally have 
the feeling that sooner or later things will 
straighten out—or that I may be enabled to 
get them straightened out—which is. of 
course, what I hope for. But sometimes I 
have the feeling that this experience I am 
going through has happened before and, 
what is more unsatisfactory, that it may 
happen again. The possibility of this and 
the result it might have on other people is 
the thing I seek to guard against. 


“IT am thinking of starting, and probably 
will, sooner or later, start a building and 
loan association. If I do so some people may 
go into it banking on their judgment of my 
personality; and if anything should happen 
to me would prefer to get out of it. These 
I would like to protect if possible, or ars 
far as possible: 


“uO O THAT. in the firat place, if 
I leave anything I would Iike 
to have any debts paid; then 
I would like to offer to buy in the 
interests of any people who may have gone 
into anything I have started, paying them 
for it the full amount they have paid in, 
with interest at 8&8 per cent a year for the 
time they have been out of their money 
This I would want done regardiess of what 
would seem the actual or intrinsic value 
of the items. 

“If what I leave is more than enough to 
cover this I would like to have some effort 
made to tocate my family and friends—if 
I have any. I suggest that the combina- 
tion of names ‘Agnes, ‘Sarah’ and ‘John’ 
might help; and I feel that possibly in Flori- 
da, possibly in the city of Washington, and 
possibly in Philadelphia or southeast Penn. 
sylvania they might be found. If any of my 
family or friends can be located I would like 
them to know of my experience and what 
little record I have made since 1915. 


“I would not care to have this search a 
long-drawn-out affair; and would suggest 
that if you feel like doing this at all, when 
other things are cleared up and you’ asec 
what, if anything, you have to work upon, 
you decide upon a period of time or an 
amount of money to be spent this way, and 
if when the period has elapsed and the 
money is spent no results are obtained, you 
consider this a closed incident."’ 


The letter went on to dispose of any re- 
mainder of the property he should leave-— 
half to the First Presbyterian Chureh, a 
fourth to the United Provident Association, 
an eighth to the Salvation Army and the 
other eighth to be divided between the Y. M. 
and Y. W. C. A., all of Oklahoma City. 


“John Porter Williams,”’ after he had 
written that letter, went out to organize his 
bank. Before he took any aetion, he de- 
cided, he must tell his attorney his whole 
story. That attorney was John H. Wright. 
former member of the Legislature and a 
member of the Oklahoma City School Board. 


Wright heard the story and never for a 
moment questioned it. The keen intelligent 
honest fate of “John Porter Williams” and 
the conviction of sincerity with which he 
spoke did not admit of question. Who- 
ever he was. Wright felt, this man was hon- 
est. He became counsel for the Mutual 
Savings and Loan Association, an investor. 
and a director. He told his friends of his 
confidence in the plan and in the manage- 
ment. ; 

When “John Porter Williams’ had com- 
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pleted his orgagization, back of the new 
banking enterprise were Frank Buttram, 
millionaire of! man and philanthropist; John 
A. Campbell, president of the Fidelity Na- 
tional Bank: E. B. Galloway, clothing mer- 
chant; George Frederickson, ex-president of 
the Chamber of Commerce: G. A. Paul, 
prominent lawyer; Dr. 8. R. Cunningham, 
distinguished physician; T. C. Thatcher, 
tnanager of the State's largest flouring mill, 
and John A. Brown, owner of a department 
store. The Mutual opened its doors January 
1, 1923. Its assets were $3045. On the 
day of Williams’ death the directors asked 
the State Banking Department for an im- 
mediate check. Assets of $438,734 were 
ievealed as of October 1. 

Meantime Wright had resigned from the 
bank directorate. He had effaced himaelf 
from its affairs. Knowing what he did of 
‘Williams’ history he feared lest his 
friends might engage and even lose in the 
enterprise because of their faith in him. Yet 
his confidence in the bank and its manager 
was unshaken. He remained as ‘Williams — 
personal adviser 

When Wright planned, in the summer of 
last year, an extended visit in the Eaat his 
client came to him asking him to use every 
effort to unravel the mystery of his identi. 
ty. He recalled again vague memories of 
Philadelphia, Washington and Florida. He 


‘asked the lawyer to search out, as best he 


could, on the basis of those memories. ‘I 
am getting old.’ he said. “I must find my 
friends and my relations.” 


PHOTOGRAPH of ‘‘John Porter 
a Williams’’ was taken to a _ “Phila- 
delphia newspaper. It was repre- 
sented as the photograph of one ‘John 
Smith’’ who had disappeared from Roan- 
oke, Virginia, July 10, 19165. Those 
who could tell anything about the man were 
asked to communicate with Wright's broth- 
er, R. J. Wright, at Roanoke The very 
day of publication Mrs. George W. Hensel 
Jr.. of Quarryville, Pennsylvania, tele- 
phoned to Roanoke. The published photo- 
graph, she said, was a portrait of her hus- 
band's friend, a man who had disappeared 
from the ken of all hia friends in 19156 
John Wright went to Quarryville Im- 
mediately Mr. Hensel identified the photo. 
gtaph as that of Edward M. Martin, son of 
a prominent Philadelphia family, formerly 
a distinguished physician in Philadelphia 
and in Nashville, Tennessee, and later a 
banker at Key West, Florida. Step by step 
the friend traced Dr. Martin's whole career 
from boyhood up to that day in June when 
he disappeared from the home of his 
brother, Commodore John R. Martin, U. 8. 
N., in Washington. Shortly after the dis- 
appearance Commodore Martin had resigned 
from the navy and until the day of his 
death in 1922 had spent his time in fruitless 
search for his missing brother. There was 
a surviving sister, the Hensels said.

He had 
the benefit of the best associations, ® 
good education, was talented in medicine, 
had 200d business ability and every manly 
trait. His friends were countless and he 
enjoyed their confidence and high regard. 
His marriage was unfortunate. With the 
patience of Job he bore his sorrows for 
years, until, one day, in Nashville, Tenner 
see, he dropped out, disappeared, and was 
missing for a year. 

“Returning from his wanderings he was 
a year in regaining normal command of 
his faculties. His wife divorced him. 

“He started anew in Key West, establisb- 
ing a building and loan company and later 
becoming identified with a new national 
bank. For years he prospered, but bad 
times came with the beginning of the 
European war Both bank and building and 
loan association became involved. He made 
avery effort to keep them going. He came 
north to get help and in the midst of his 
efforts he disappeared from the home of bie 
brother. the Commodore, in Washingtos. 


From a home of luxury, then, “Joh 
Porter Williams” had come to the little 
room in which he died. When first he came 
to Oklahoma City he had picked from nece® 
sity the simplest of living quarters. He co® 
tinued, even after his bttding and loss 
enterprise was thriving and his income wa 
considerable, to limit his person expend 
tures to $25 a week. When he died it wae 
found that the estate he had accumulated 
here—for his Florida wealth was long §08?

Ihave not seen the Spanish Prisoner, of 
course, because he does not exist.

HE only thing that makes the letters 
of one swindler distinctive from the 
letters of another is the name he signs 
and the address he gives. He must choose 
an address in Spain and ask for cable reply. 
He gets the address by the simple process 
of going to some town where he its not 
known, but big enough so the arrival of 
telegrams will surprise no one, chooses an 
alias, seeks out a cheap hotel or boarding 
house and tells the porter he is counting on 
returning to the town in a short time, so 
he has given the hotel or boarding house as 
his address. The porter takes his alias in 
good faith, and holds the wires, usually very 
few at each address, until caljed for. 

fhe ticklish point, from the criminal's 
point of view, is the collecting of the wired 
replies at the fake addresses. Sometimes 
they have had confederates in the telegraph 
office so it has not been necessary to call 
for them. Others have adopted the scheme 
of asking to have them forwarded to some 
cafe where it is the habit to put letters in 
& rack. .Others have sent the chasseurs of 
cafes and then disappeared without accept- 
ing the wires if the cha%seur’s maaner 
seemed to betray any agitation such as it 
might have if a detective who had been 
waiting to selze the letter-writer had given 
the chasseur instructione 

The bolder ones simply return § them- 
selves to the address of the hotel or board- 
ing house, say they have changed their 
minds about staying there and collect 
their wires. This is obviously the most dan- 
gerous, as any one of the letters sent broad- 
cast might have got back into the hands of 
the Spanish police. 

Having succeeded in collecting his wires 
without being arrested, the swindler need 
only send the long explanatory second letter 
This is necessary to give some explanation 
of why the recipient was selected. Some- 
times the prisoner claims the recipient once 
gave hinrw dollar when he was starving and 
that he had taken pains to locate his bene- 
factor. This explanation often is given in 
the letters written to South America which 
is filled with Spaniards of modest origin 
who have grown rich and are said to be 
particularly susceptible to this appeal. 

In other cases the prisoner says he learned 
of the recipient through a fellow prisoner, a 
black sheep of a good family, who knows 
of the noble character of the recipient but 
withholds his own name because he prefers 
to have his family think he is dead and not 
to know he is in a Spanish prison 

In sending the second letter the swindler 
also gives a telegraph address. Sometimes 
he repeats the same, the risks of which be- 
ing obvious. Sometimes he gives another 
one, this time the address being that of a 
brother-in-law, or what not. The address 
in elther case is obtained in the same way. 

Up to this time it is a mere question of 
sending form letters. Now comes the task 
of avoiding the traps set by the detectives. 
convincing the victim that it is a straight 
deal and getting the money from him. Usu- 
ally the victim turns up with the fake cer- 
tificate of incarceration and, to his mind 
more precious still, the certified copy of the 
court order sequestering the valise contain- 
ing the secret pocket. The victim is thiak- 
ing only of that valise for the moment, but 
there is an inherent part to the swindle 
which deceives the victim again at this point. 

The letters have revealed that the man 
through whom the victim deals is either the 
sympathetic jailer or someone in his con. 
fidence. This makes it necessary to go easy 
in approaching official institutions. The 
only way to do it, the aewindler tries to con- 
vince his victim, is to hand over the money 
and let the swindler do it. If the victim is 
difficult, concession must be made him such 
as taking him to a room in some public 
building, leaving him before the door, enter- 
ing and making a getaway through another 
door, the location being selected, of course, 
where this is possible. 

But by the time the victim has reached
